Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new issue: whether the changes to claiml 1 , line 7-8 would make the claims allowable - and whether the 
change to page 6 is new matter. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant indicates it is not understood what 
precludes the box 12 from being the servo-control means. Examiner merely demonstrated a prima facie showing. The burden is on 
Applicant to demonstrate that the change to the drawing is not new matter: the burden on applicant is to show that the disclosure as 
originally filed supports the changes to the drawing and claims. Applicant's explanation of the invention is noted, however there is no 
indication where such is explained in the disclosure as orginally filed. The description has to be complete at the time of the filing. It is 
argued that the written description rejection is based on "servo-control" - this is not correct. The rejection is based on the servo- 
controlLER as claimed. As to claims 12-14: whereas the define an invention that is novel/non-obvious, they do not contain allowable 
subject matter (see outstanding rejection) . As to Blankenship's apparatus being uncombinable with Bickel: perhaps Bickers teaching 
cannot be combined with some embodiments if Blankenship. But other embodiments in Blankenship also make fiber - see figure 6. As 
to arguments regarding the wheel - see pages 8-9 of the final rejection which state why the present claim - when interpretted in light of 
Applicant's own disclosure do not define over Blankenship's wheels. As to Hara: the rejection clearly points out the relevance of Hara 
(see page 6 of Final rejection). 
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
